First — Is it the one or the many win 
with assumed piety, "I am more hob 
than thou." and who in ill-tempered 
speech utters libels upon those who hold 
contrary opinion and who splits the air 
ith declarations of its infallibility Bnd 
inerrancy? No; calmly. I answer no! 
To me he seems the Bibles' implacable 
foe. enemy, falsifier, traduccr, Bnd the 
undeniable reality is— and I challenge its 
refutation— the doctrine of Bible in 
fallibility, or inerrancy, as taught by 
ihose who assume orthodoxy, was not so 
much as dreamed of bv the ancient Jews, 
was unknown to Christ, and unknown to 
the early church It came into existence 
thesixtecnth and seventeenth centuries 
id was not held by the earliest and 
greatest reformers, Luther. Calvin. Zwin- 
gle and their immediate associates. The 
Catholic Church has never 
adopted, endorsed, or taught it. Their 
dogma is church infallibility; the Fro- 
nt dogma to offset it is book in- 
fallibility, Second-To assert, however 
vehemently, and acridly, that the Bibli 
whole, is the "Word of God. 
inerrant. without contradictions, would 
be to defeat one's cause by an exaggerated 
and extravagant advocsry. would be to 
claim what every book in this library 
furnishes abundant evidenco to disprove 
il show to be a false claim There

Fifth The theory which I am opposing, 
"The infallible inerrant theory," and 
whitb if true would make the holders of 
it enemies and not friends, traducers and 
1101 defenders of the Bible, imposes open 
this age the necessity of sccipting sueh 
representations of God which make bim 
a morally imperfect being. Examples: 
Me hardened Pharoah's heart, and then 
cruelly punished him for what 
lie COttld DOl help. According to the 
theory we are examining, God commaded 
Moses to say to the King of Egypt, "Let 
us go, we beseech thee, three days Jour- 
ney io/he wilderness, that we may eaeri 
fire unto the Lord our God,'' when 
doubtless tbe real object was not "sae.rt

I do not cite these errors in history be 
cause of their special significance, or to 
lessen reliance in Bible history, but only 
because of their bearing upon the sub ject 
of infallibility A book that is inerrant 
must be free from error, it must be accu- 
rate in everything. If not. where is its 
infallibility? It has "gone glimmering 
where the woodbine twineth and thi 
whangdoodle mourneth.for its first born- 
abi"

Finally, let me insist that jou get my 
meaning and understand my purpoae. 
In calling attention to the contradictions, 
the historic errors, the numerical exag 
gerations. and God a morally defective 
being. I am seeking to show into what 
dilemmas the "infallible and inerrant the- 
ory God is the author of the whole 
Bible." drives its apologists and advo- 
cates. No man shows himself to be a 
friend of nor evinces bis love for the 
Bible, who denies these contradictions, 
errors, exaggerations and moral de- 
ficiencies by pompous declaration that 
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only way to render them harmless is to 
confess them, to confess them frankly, to 
point out what is true-that they mark 
but the boginning of the Bible's religion, 
and not its end, they are the product af 
its child stage, and not of its maturity; 
they are its sour and bitter, yes. and poi 
sonous, green fruit, not its rich and 
healthful ripe fruit. The latter comes in 
due time Up from that earlier and low 
level the religion ot the Bible rises to the 
lofty elevation of the greater I 
and of Jesus.
